POSTAL RATES INCREASED (VE and CX). The cost of DXing is going up again. It 
was announced that postal rates will go up in Canada and Uruguay. Hal, K4HB, provides 
the following info: For Canada: Effective January 12, 2004, Canada will increase its rates 
as follows: 

o Canada to Canada will increase from .48 to .49 

o Canada to the US will increase from .65 to .80 

o Canada to all other countries will increase from 1.25 to 1.40 
As of July 25, 2003, 1 USD = 1.38 CAD. Unless the USD picks up on the foreign 
exchange between now and January 2004, 1 USD will be a little short for sufficient 
postage from Canada to countries other than the US. 
For Uruguay: This country increased its rates on July 1, 2003. Postage to the US and 
other countries went from 24 pesos to 36 pesos.
